To this ond the denomination operates three colleges 
in Mississippi. The Junior College of this three is Clarke 
Memorial College at Newton. This college enrolled dur- 
ing the past session, one hundred forty-six students and 
graduated a class of fourteen. 








The Mississippi Woman's College at Hattiesburg en- 
rolled the same year more than two hundred students ‘and 
graduated a large class of noble young women. ° ; 

Mississippi College, at Clinton; our erown of glory, 
cnrdiled in the neighborhood of four hundred students and 
graduated a class of future leaders of our denomination. 

These sehoola deserve the support of our people be- 
ease from them we get the leaders of our denominational! 
thought, and without thenr we cannot maintain our position 
of leadership in the state.

RELATIONS OF pawrdeie AND CHURCHES 


The hymn ‘‘ Blest Be the Tie That Binds’’ was written 
as the inspiration that came from the strong attachment of 
a pastor and his ehureh. The man who stands as the lead- 





er of the people in spiritual affairs, as the pastor of a 
chureh, shoul! be a man of God, consecrated and faithful 
:at the post of duty. He is surrounded by a cloud of wit- 
nesses. Heaven and earth are gazitig upon him as he runs - 
the race of pastorial fidelity. Let him magnify his’ office . 
in the spirit of humility as one who must render an ac. ~ 
count of his stewardship to the Lord. ef 

In return for faithful service the chureh should pro- 
vide amply in material things for the pastor, as well as to 
give him hearty co-operation in his work as a soul winner. 
Permit no word of reproach to stain his reputation. Re- 
member that he must be a man of good report to do his 
work effectively, and that this good report comes, largely, 
from the esteem in whieh he is held by his ehizgy. Do not 
call youf pastor for one year, but give him an indefinite 
term. Pastors and churehes cannot thrive on short pas- 
torates. The relation is too often sundered for frivulous 
reasons. Bear and forbear should apply to both paster 
and ehureh. Begin and close the relation with prayer 
for divine guidanee. 

, As to the amount of the pastor's salary, the churches 
are not quite up to the average of the country Baptist 
churches of Mississippi. All ‘the improvement possible 
should be made in this direetion. The pastor should not 
he regarded as a hireling, but he is worthy of all that we 
can do for him. It is a paying investment.

THE ORPHANAGE 


The Mississippi Baptist Orphanage, (our home far 
homeless children) located at Jackoan, was established 
seventéen years ago. The object of this home is to provide 
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food, elothing, shelter and training for the unfortunate or- 
phan children who have neither parents nor other relatives 
to eare for them. 

Since its establishment, more than seven, hundred 
children have been cared for, for a longer or shorter time. 
Many of them have grown up in the home and have gone 
out into the world to take their places in society, most of 
them fulfilling useful. missions.in the world. We have now 
in the home two hundred forty children. 

We believe Orphanage work to be elearly the work of 
Christ, and our home at Jackson certainly has the stamp

os His divine approval; and much has bean accomplished by 


the united efforts of our people. v, 

This year has been a hard one with our home. Early 
in the spring two children coming into the home brought 
the measles, whieh spread through the home. There were 
about one hundred seventy-five cases in the home—one hun- 
dred thirty in the bed at one time. But through the skil- 
ful doctoring and nursing, and blessing of our Heavenly 
Father, there was only one death. Owing to the burning 
of the sehool house last year, the Board, at an April meet- 
ing, ordered the erection of a brick school house,that would 
aveomodate 300 ehildren. This building is now ready for 
use. Much of the work on the house was done by the Su- 
perintendent and children to reduce cost, but with that 
we had to borrow $4,500. This money must be replaced. 
if all our churches will come to the help of the Orphanage, 
this indebtedness ean be easily met. We would recommend 
that all our Sunday Schools adopt the plan of giving one . 
collection per month to the Orphanage. $5.00 per month 
will support an orphan. We would also recommend that 
each church in the Association make an {fort to secure a 
contribution’ from each member during the month of No- 
vember as a thank offering. This may be accomplished by © 
the ehurch through the Sunday School, B. ¥. Po U.,, 
‘W. M. U. and L. A. 8. We learn with sorrow that our 
Superintendent has had to horruw money to buy bread for

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our orphan children. This onght not to be, and we trust 
that our people will be more liberal on the support of the 


Orphanage. 
We find that there are sixteen churches in this Asso- 


ciation. Three of these churehes report $113.55 sent the 
Home. One ehureh reports box of elothing. The other 
twelve churches do not report anything. 

Let our churehes, besides cash, send boxes of clothing, 
(good second hand clothing aceepted) canned goods, gro- 
Bries, of all kinds, syrup, shoes, stockings, (mostly large 
Ones,) and any other thing that ean be used in providing 
fer our children.-

CHURCH DISCIPLINE 


Brethren, what we want to do in this report is to show 
that we as a denomination need a st rieter discipline in our 
churches. - 

Now. what we mean by discipline is a regulation ip 
order and conduct, closer organized for better and more 
efficient work and stricter coereed for the mental and moral 
training of our membership. 

In some of our churches today there is no line of sepa- 
ration to be seen. We can not tell the chureh member 
from the non-chureh member. These things ought not to 
be so. And now we as Christians should draw this line of 
contra-distinetion. 

One of the curses on Christianity today is, there is no 
line of distinction. 

The lack of diseipline in a church makes the church 
like the world, We need a better equipped membership, 
more efficient in leadership, that we may, he able to lead 
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our brethren who have gone off in sin, back in close com 
munon with the Lord. 

To discipline a church is not to bring up every little 
frivolous dissention that Happens among the membership 
It is a sin to carry the little confusions to the ehureh before 
we put forth our endeavors fo reconcile those offended. We 
find that our Lord and Master preseribed a way to handle 
such matters. First, let those offended get together and 
try to hecome reconciled, and if the fail, get some others 
to help them in bringing about a renewal of friendship 
then if there is a failure to bring about-a reconciliation 
earry it to the chureh, 

Brethren, we should become Very serious about th: 
lisciplinary work of our membership, and go toa work ta 
regulate them through love. Let us as Christ's repre 
sentatives come together and help the wegk, lift the fallen 
and pray for the wanderer. Talk and teach «the back 
slider and bring them back in close communion with the 
Lord, and point the lost in sin to éesus Christ, the Lamb 
of God, whieh taketh away the sins of the workd.

We, your Committee on Woman's Work, beg to sub- 
mit the following as our report: , 

We find but two W. M. U’s in the churches of the Leaf 
River Association} one at Leaksville and one at Salem, 
The one at Leaksville reports $95.46 raised for the various 
objects fostered by their church. The one at Salem failed 
to report its work. 

We think every Baptist church ought to have all of its 
members interested in ehurch work, and to be interested 
in the chureh work means that every member must either 
be helping the chureh, or be-fielped by the church, And 
we need those organizations, and only those organizations 
which will afford work for every mpmber, hence the 
Woman's Missionary organization. The good women. of 
the church organize to do the definite things which Christ 
names that women can do best, such as: feeding the hungry, 
cloffing the naked and visiting the sick. For in Matthew 
25-35-36 we have these words from the Lord Himself: 
‘Vor | was hungry and you gave me to eat: | was thirsty 
and you gave me to drink; | was a stranger and ye ‘took 
me in; naked and ye clothed me: 1 was sick and ye visited 
me: | was in prison and ye came unto me,”” n:.ming as you 
sve those things which'a woman can do. >

FORELGN MISSIONS 


We believe in Foreign Missions because Jesus said: 
“tio ye into all the world and preach the Gospel to every 
creature.”’ As a denominataion through Southern Bap- 
tist Convention we began mission work in China in 1845; 
Afriea, 1850; Italy, 1870; Mexico, 1880; Brazil, 1881, 
Japan, 1889 and Argentina, 1903. A note of triumph per- 
meates the reports of all our Missionaries as they tell of 
victories and beg for others to be sent. The war in Mex- 
ieo brightens our prospects there. Many stations are be- 
coming self-supporting. Seventeen missionaries were sent 
last year. In the different fields we have 273 missionaries, 
569 native helpers, 358 churches, 990 out-stations, with 
27,545 members. There were 4,532 baptisms last year. 
We have 483 Sunday Schools, 367'day schools, with 7,783 
students; 18 hospitals, which have treated 65,333 patients, 

With new opportunities before us because of present 
wars in Europe, we should redouble our efforts to enter at 
every open door. We look for glorious advanee in the for- 
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eign field atid urge our churches to sustain our conqyermg 
hosts at the front.

CONSTITUTION 


Article 1. This Association shall be called the Leaf 
River Baptist Association of Missionary Baptists. 

Artiele 2. The object of this Association shall be to 
earry out our Lord's eommand, viz.: “*Go ye therefore and 
make disciples of all nations, haptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit 
teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I have com 
manded you, and Tam with you always, even unto the 
end of the world \nd especially to promote the Sunday 
School cause, to encourage a deeper interest in our cdenomi 
national schools and literature, to encourage temperance 
to use our best efforts to preach the gospel to the destitute 
and to further any and all worthy benevolent: cuterprises 

Artiele 3.) The membership of this body shall consist 
of messengers «| cted annually by the ehurelies belonging 
to the Assocation 

Article 4. This Association shall meet annually at a 
time and place decided upon at the preeeding meeting. 

Artiele 5. It shall be the duty of each chureh be 
longing to this badly to eleet and wena antiualls three mes 
sengers, together with a letter containing such information 
us may be required to make up intelligible fables of sta- 
tistics 

Article 6 The officers of this Association shiall he a 
Modergytor, an Assistant Moderator, a Clerk and a Treas 
urer, who shall be elected annually*by ballot, and shall 
hold their offiees until their suecessors are elected, whose 
duties shall be such as devolve upom such officers. 

Artiele 7. There shall be a Mission Board consisting 
of one member from each church belongimg to. this Asso 
ciation, such members to be appointed annually by the 
Moderator and approved by the Association, { 


Artiele 8. This Board shall meet while the ‘Aincin 


tion is in session and eleet its own chairman and sedretary, 
and attend to any other business that may be hetessary. 
and shall hold its meetings regularly thereafter on Satur- 
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day before the fifth Sunday during the year, This Board 
shall have poweg tq transact all business relating to the ob- 
jects for whieh thts AsSdciation stands. Five or more shall 
he considered a quoruni.to transact business at any regular 
meeting. 

Artiele 9. This Association shall never exercise any. 
veclesiastical authority whatever over the churches. 

Article 10. Corresponding messengers from other 
Associations and Conventions of Missionary Baptists, and 
all brethren who may be invited to seats with us, are en- 
titled to all the privileges of the Association except the 
right to vote. 

Ariele 11. Before the close of the meeting of the As- 
sociation the Moderator shall appoint a principal and an 
alternate to preach the Introductory Sermon at the next 
meeting of the Association. 

Article 12. All questions coming before the Associa- 
tiou shall be decided by a majority vote, except that it 
shall require a two-thirds vote to exelude a church, or alter 
the Constitution or Articles of Faith; and any such alter- 
ation shall be made only after one ‘Vear’s notice thereof has 
been given, it béing definitely understood that Article 1 
shall ever remain in full force. 

Article 13. Every church belonging to this Associa- 
tion is expected to contribute regularly to the work of.th:s 
Association, the contributing church or individual having 
the right to specify the object to which the contribution 
should be applied. 

Article 14. Every sitting of this Association shall be 
opened and closed with prayer.

9. We believe that election is the eternal purpose of 
God, by which Le graciously regenerates, sanctifies and 
saves sinners. 

10. We believe that sanctification, begun in regenera- 
tion, and ever progressive, is the process by which we are 
made to partake of God's holiness. 

11. We believe in the preservation of the saints; that 
they are kept by the power of God through faith unto sal- 
vation. ~~ 

12. We believe that iod’s law is the only, the eternal 
and unchangeable rule of His church and moral govern- 
went. 

13. We believe that a church of Christ is a congre- 
gation of baptized believers, united in the faith and fel- 
lowship of the Gospel, obeying the ordinances and observing 
the laws of Christ and that its officers are pastors and 
leacons. ; 

14. We believe that Christian baptism is the immersion 
of a believer, in water, by a properly qualified administra- 
tor, in the name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 


15. We believe that only such as have been properly 
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yaptized and received in the fellowship of the regularly or 
ganized Baptist church should partake of the Lord’s Sup- 


per. 

16. We believe that the Lord's Day or Christian Sab 
bath should be observed and sacredly devoted to tad 
services. 

17. We believe that civil government is of divine ap- 
pointment, and that the governors of states and nations 
should be obeyed when the laws they seek to enforee are 
not in conflict with the Gospel. 

18. We believe in the future resurrection of the dead. 

19. We believe in the final judgment; and that in that 
day the righteous and wicked will be separated forever. ' 

20. We believe that the righteous will be made happy 
forever in heaven, and the wicked miserable forever in hell, 


GOSPEL ORDER 


1. We believe that a visible church of Christ is a con- 
gregatjon of faithful persons who have given themselves to 
the Lord and to one another in brotherly covenant, to keep 
a Godly discipline, agreeable to the New Testament. 

2. We believe that Jesus Christ is the only Head 
and Lawgiver of His church; that the government is with 
the bedy, the church, and has equally the right and priv- 
ilege of each member thereof. 2 ‘ 

3. We believe that baptism and the Lord’s Supper 
are Gospel ordinances, appointed by Jesus Christ, and are 
to be continued in the church until His second coming. 

4. We believe that the ordinances of baptism and the 
Lord’s Supper are properly administered only by minis- 
ters called of God and set apart to the work by the impo- 
sition of hands by a Presbytery of Regular Baptist min- 
isters. 3 
5. We believe that immersion only is Baptism, and 
that believers in Christ are the only proper subjects. 

6. We believe that none buat regularly baptized 





pe members have a right to partake of the Lord’s 
Supper. 

7. We believe that it is the duty and privilege of all: 
believers to make a public confession of their faith, to sab- 
mit to the ordigances of the Gospel and give themselves 
as members to the visible church. ' 

8. We believe it to be the duty of etery church to 
expel from her communion, every member that is immor- 
al in conduct, or that holds doctrine contrary. to the 
Seriptures.

RULES OF DECORUM 


1. This Association shall be opened and closed with 
prayer. 

2. All questions not otherwise provid for shall be 
decided by vote. ; 

4. Any member not satisfied with the decision of the 
Moderator, may appeal to the Association on the same day. 


4. But one member shall speak at a time, who shall 
rise te-his feet and address the Moderator, and when thus 
addressed, shall decide on the right of speaking. 

5. No member shall speak more than twice on the 
same proposition without permission of the Association, nor 
more than onee until every member wishing to speak has 
spoken. we 

6. No member shall be interrupted while speaking 
except he depart from the subject, or use language of per- 
sonal reflection. — 

7. The Moderator shall be entitled to the same priv- 
ilege of speaking as any other member, provided he ap- 
points another member in his seat: but he shall not vote 
on any subject unless the Association shall be equally di- 
vided! ‘ 

8. A proposition may come before the Assofiation by 
motion and second, but no two propositions shall be enter- 
tained at the same time. 

9. When a proposition is under debate, no motion 
shall be entertained exeept a motion to adjourn, to lay on 
the table, to amend or postpone, which several motions shall 
have preeedence in the order in which they are arranged. 

10. When a motion has been decided, it shall be in 
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order for any member who voted in the majority, to move 
for a reconsideration during the session. 

11. No member shall be tolerated in any practice to 
corrupt good order. Every member shall speak respect- 
fully to the officers and members of the Associgtion and 
use the appellation ‘*Brother’’ and no one shall leave the 
Association without periission: - 

12. All questions of order not provided for,-shall be 
determined according. to the usual practi¢e of deliberate 
hodies. © 

13. These rules may be amended by two-thirds of the 
membets present at the meeting. ”
